2. IN UPU GG SUBGROUP MEETING ON MAY 6, US REP MADE 
STATEMENT ALONG LINES CONTAINED IN REFTELS. HE WAS 
IMMEDIATELY FOLLOWED BY UK REP WHO INFORMED GROUP THAT 
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UK DISAGREED WITH US POSITION, THAT INDEMNITY PAYMENT 
NOT "REJECTED" BY UNGA BUT RATHER IT WAS LEFT UP TO 
EACH INDIVIDUAL AGENCY AS TO WHETHER TO IMPLEMENT
